Hibler Gives a Great Display in the Grand National 
Steeplechase and Wins in a Canter — Trainer 
Thomas Welch Injured by a Pony. 



New York, June 12. — A return of clear weather 
was greeted joyously by race goers at Belmont Park 
today after the gloomy week just passed. The 
track liad dried out materially and a good Monday 
program being offered, a large crowd was attracted. 

The real feature of the day’s racing was a 
steeplechase, it being the sixteenth running of the 
Grand National Steeplechase, a handicap with some 
of the best jumpers in the east as participants. 

Form students started the week off right when 
Riverdule and Woodward were successful in the first 
two races. The former w r as not asked to meet 
much opposition and it was really a liberal price 
that was quoted against his chance. At the finish 
he liad to be shaken up a trifle to win over Kath- 
ryn Gray. Woodward, in winning the second, made 
it un unbroken string of victories that the Brighton 
Mtablc lias scored with its three purchases from 
John K. Madden. Woodward was an odds-on choice 
and won in commanding fashion. 

Virginia W. scored over the well-backed Flag Day 
in the third and Pandean won from Armament and 
Menlo Park In the fourth. This was a mile and a 
half race and the Talbott horse moved up quickly 
on the stretch turn after being outpaced in the 
early running. In turning for home he bumped into 
Armament which swerved slightly, but not enough 
to affect the reesult. 

The Grand National Steeplechase Handicap at- 
tracted a liigh-dnss field of jumpers, Hibler and 
Robert Oliver being added and Lysander and Duke 
of Duluth withdrawn. It resulted in a runaway 
victory for Hibler, which repeated his performance 
of Saturday. Pebeto, the favorite, made a bad 
landing and unseated his rider in the first turn 
of the field when he was nearest in pursuit of the 
pacemaker. Hibler would probably have beaten him 
even liad be stood up, as lie had much speed in 
reserve at the finish. 

Robert K. Downing, a well-known sportsman, 
died yesterday at his home in Georgetown, Conn. 
Tie was well known to race-goers. 

John Moore, William Schaunt and John Farrell 
were arrivals from the half-mile tracks at Balti- 
more. Lew Phillips, who accompanied them, de- 
parted for Montreal. 

Magnet was badly cut down in liis last start 
and will not race for some time. 

Thomas Welch, who is training for George D. 
Widener, Jr., met with an accident today at Graves- 
end, being savaged by a broncho. The mustang 
belongs to Mars Cassidy and broke loose from liis 
attendant. Welch tried to stop him and in doing 
bo the pony fouglit back and threw Welch to the 
ground. His nose and head were badly lacerated 
and he was otherwise shaken up, hut liis injuries 
nre not serious, though lie had to receive medical 
attention.

IMPROVED GOING AT BLUE BONNETS. 

Robert Bradley on His Good Behavior and a Winner 
Once More — Several Winners Bid Up. 



Montreal, Que., June 12. — The races at Blue Bon- 
nets this afternoon were run over a drying track. 
The program was made up of a series of overnight 
races, the features of which were a steeplechase 
over the two-mile course, a handicap at three- 
quarters and an allowance race at a mile. The 
latter race furnished a stirring contest, in which 
Robert Bradley beat All Smiles by a nose. Robert 
Bradley, wliicli has been leaving the barrier better 
ift his recent races, went to the front and drew 
away into a long lead in the first eighth. He set 
a terrific pace for the going, running the first 
quarter in 23% and the half mile in 49, but was 
tiring at the finish. King Neptune went to liis 
knees just as the barrier was sprung and this put 
him out of the running. 

The “halter” men were again busy during the 
afternoon and two of the winners were bid up. 
Scaramouch, winner of the third race, was run up 
$300 over his entered price of $1,000 by L. W. Garth 
aud retained. Frljolee. winner of the steeplechase, 
was advanced from $400 to $705 by S. Louis and he, 
too, was retained. 

T. J. Bird lias been made agent for J. K. L. Ross. 
He will take Highway and several other horses to 
Ottawa and the remainder of the Boss stable will 
be shipped to Hamilton by Capt. W. F. Presgrave. 

The horses trained by James Boden and W. Gor- 
man. comprising the string owned by D. Raymond 
and P. Gorman, were shipped to Connaught Park at 
Ottawa this morning. Cop|*er King, in the Gorman 
stable, came out of liis last race lame and will 
probably be on the shelf for a time. The mare 
Puritau Lass, in the same stable, lias lieen mated 
with Durante. Mr. Gorman’s string will lie strength- 
ened by tlie addition of four two-year-olds and two 
three-year-olds that he purchased from J. E. Mad- 
den last week. They will be shipped from New 
York to Ottawa. 



To John W. Seliorr’s fleet and staying four-year-old, Ed Crump, belongs the distinction of being the 
first horse in the racing of 1916 to win $10,000 or more. That distinction was gallantly earned by his 
defeat of Roamer in the Kentucky Handicap. Winning that race last year enabled Borrow to figure as 
the leading winning liorse of 1915. It may have that effect for Ed Crump tiiis year, but if George Smith 
should win the Latonia Derby the matter will await further developments. George Smith is now so close 
to the $10,000 mark himself that if he should only run to a place next Saturday he will then and there 
acquire membership in the select list of winners of that sum. Significant of changes wrought by racing 
over the big tracks is the fact that of the present list of thirty principal winners to date only eight were 
in the similar list published early in the month of May. At present the thirty leaders and their records 
are:

John Walters and E. W. Moore left with their 
horses for Hamilton this afternoon. Included in 
this consignment were Rancher and the fast im- 
ported mare Arriet. 

The stewards of the Canadian Racing Association 
have placed The Ilnmp and Luther on the list of 
horses whose entry will not be received for the 
reason of their being bad actors at the post. 

Trainer W. A. Burtschell, while alighting from a 
street car yesterday, fell and wrenched one of his 
ankles. 

Jockey J. Pendergast, who lias been ill for several 
days suffering from pneumonia, died at one of the 
local hospitals this morning. A collection was taken 
tip among tlie horsemen to defray the expenses of 
his funeral. 

A meeting of the horsemen now racing in Mon- 
treal was held on Saturday night, when a Canadian 
branch of tlie Thoroughbred Horse Association was 
formed and a Bomber of members enrolled. Tlie 
plans for the Canadian branch were outlined and 
discussed while a membership committee was formed 
and officers elected. William Walker of Toronto 
was chosen as chairman of the committee, while 
Captain W. J. Press of Ottawa was named as treas- 
urer and Harry Giddings, Jr., as secretary. Tlie 
executive committee is composed of Allan Buloroft, 
James Boden. P. Delaney, N. It. Sutherland, T. J. 
Bird and William S. Stormont These have power 
to add to their number. 

Another meeting will be held during one of the 
meetings at tlie tracks of tlie Canadian Racing 
Associations, when other executive officers will 
be chosen. Following tlie meeting on Saturday 
night, a meeting of the owners racing on the half- 
mile tracks was held, at which it was decided to 
ask the lialf-mile circuit managements for an in- 
crease in tlie purses. Tlie horsemen will ask to 
have the purses increased from $300 to $400. 

PROBLEMS FACING AMERICAN BREEDERS. 

New York. June 12. — Not the least fascinating 
feature of the current racing season will be tlie 
comparison of our home-bred thoroughbreds as in- 
dividuals and in point of speed with those that 
have come from abroad. Two youngsters of purely 
foreign lineage. Hourless and Jack Mount, have 
already won, and as the season progresses and more 
of the imported colts aud fillies sport silk the in- 
terest will increase. 

There have lieen in all since January 1, 1915. more 
than 350 registrations with the Jockey Club, and of 
these 100 are two-year-olds, of which about one- 
fourtli are entirely American-bred or out of Ameri- 
can mares that were sent abroad during the period 
when the turf , languished in the United States. 

Much lias been said and written about the benefit 
which will be derived from these importations of 
fresh blood, some of the best families being repre- 
sented in the lot. In discussing this point on Satur- 
day W. H. Rowe, tlie registrar of tlie Jockey Club, 
and an acknowledged expert in blood lines, said: 

“No doubt there are many winning families repre- 
sented in recent importations and a satisfactory 
numlier of them will produce animals of merit, but 
American breeders should not lose sight of the fact, 
that we have at home some of the greatest racing 
blood, viewed in the light of achievement, that turf 
history lias recorded. Ttake, for example, the 
Maggie B. B., Ballet and Gallopade families. There 
is scarcely a great race in this country that hasn’t 
been won by descendants of these mares, while they 
figure in the pedigrees of the winners of the Derby 
and other great turf events of England and con- 
tinental Europe. 

“Despite their achievements we find that descend- 
ants of Wanda and Ballet are barred from registra- 
tion in the English and French Stucj Books because 
the female line as recorded in the American Stud 
Book does not trace to an English source. Durbar 
won the Derby, but he couldn’t get into the Eng- 
lish Stud Book, it having been ruled some four or 
five years ago that only horses that traced in all 
points of their pedigree directly to that authority 
were eligible for that honor. France, on March 1, 
1913, put up the liars in like manner, and Shannon 
and Blarney, both good horses and winners of big 
money in that country, would not lie eligible for 
registration under tlie present English ruling lie- 
eause their sire, Irish Lad, doesn’t trace through the 
female line to tlie British authority. This lias pro- 
duced a peculiar condition of affairs, for while Colin 
is registered in tlie English Stud Book, a sister or 
brother to him or their produce would be refused. 

“This is the time for the Amerleun breeder to 
study the blood lines of tlie families lie wishes to 
amalgamate,” went on Mr. Rowe. “He shouldn’t 
be carried away by brilliant top-crosses, but should 
delve into the female lines and see that they con- 
tain tlie qualifications lie wishes to incorporate into 
his product. We have been accused of breeding a 
lot of sprinters, but I think that if our -horses were 
trained to stay they would show stamina of a high 
order. Speed must me served, of course, and it is 
tlie first essential every great race liorse must pos- 
sess. If we find the happy blend that results in 
speed and staying powers, we have reached the apex 
of our endeavors.” 

In discussing the decline in the registration of 



thoroughbred foals from the high-water mark of 
4,415 in 1905 to less than 2,000 last year, Mr. Rowe 
said: “The registration of 4,415 foals in 15)05 

does’nt imply that we hadn’t more than that number 
■o$_-thoroughbreds l<*trn iir that year. There were 
many that died, and others that were not worth 
recording in tlie estimation of their owners, so that 
I should say that taking last year’s figures as a 
working basis, tlie number of thoroughbred dams in 
the United States and Canada hud decreased by 
more than one-half in ten years. It’s going to take 
a long time to get back to our former figure. With 
tlie increased interest that is being taken in the 
thoroughbred, however, and the xiart he is bound to 
play in the government's breeding policy, the gain 
will, pennaps, be more rapid than under conditions 
that existed some years ago. 

“There is no dearth of material.” said Mr. Rowe, 
in conclusion, “for the prosecution of the breeding 
of army horses, as sires that possess the character- 
istics necessary for tlie production of the tyi»e. hut 
lack the strains of blood that would make them de- 
sirable to produce race horses, are abundant. Many 
of the English importations are horses of size and 
Ixine. and would make an admirable top-cross for 
the cold-blooded mares that are to be found in every 
rural community.” 

HORSEMEN IN A MISPLACED ATTITUDE. 



In tlie estimation of Daily Racing Form, the 
action of a part of tlie owners racing their horses 
over the Kentucky tracks, in demanding the sum- 
mary removal from office of one of the regularly- 
appointed officials of the Latonia Jockey Club, was 
a singularly unwise move and in the highest de- 
gree prejudicial to the security and prosperity of 
Kentucky racing. It is not going too far to say 
that those owners attempted and are attempting 
to invade a domain which is beyond their busi- 
ness. Their proper part is to race their horses 
for the liberal prizes offered by the Latonia 
Jockey Club. If they feel that they do not care to 
do so, because an official is obnoxious to them, 
their correct course is to betake themselves ana 
their horses to some other track without any 
fuss. 

Mr. Pearce acted without cavil at Lexington. 
At Churchill Downs he took action in certain cases, 
now of record, which may have been wise or un- 
wise. However, that may be, there was nothing 
in the cases to justify the unreasonable attitude 
and demands of the horsemen. It is worth noting, 
in that connection, that two of their number were 
bunded tiie stiff fines of $250 each, by tbe stew- 
ards of the New Louisville Jockey Club for repre- 
hensible practices in connection with the abandoned 
Derby Consolation race. Do the other horsemen en- 
dorse the practices which brought about this pun- 
ishment? If they do, Kentucky racing is in an 
unsuspected bad way in respect to its integrity. 

The confederated horsemen, deeming they had 
grievances, should have proceeded in an orderly 
manner to bring their case before the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, a perfectly competent 
body, vested by law with the authority to dispose 
of such matters. In that case definite charges 
against Mr. Pearce would have lieen called for and 
investigated. That much is his due. It is also 
the due of Kentucky racing. 

So far no allegations of any particular misdeeds 
by him have been made. Instead, there is a 
peremptory demand for his dismissal and the sub- 
stitution of one of two named persons. It appears 
to be a case of extremely pernicious turf politics 
fostered by mischievous persons aud certain to prove 
a detriment to Kentucky racing. It is without 
precedent in racing that an organization of owners 
should attempt to dictate to a jockey club what 
men shall fill its offices. If it can do so in the 
case of Mr. Pearce, it could with equal propriety 
and logic demand the removal of manager John 
Haclimeister or manager Matt J. Winn. 

As the matter stands, tlie new and hardly organ- 
ized Kentucky Thoroughbred Horse Association has 
moved against the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion. Secretary Pearce is but a pawn in tlie game. 
It is being badly played, is untimely aud the Ken- 
tucky Thoroughbred Horse Association is in busi- 
ness for which it was not organized, at least to the 
understanding of many of its reputable members, 
of which the writer is one.

Harry Kelly Continues His Victorious Career by 
Winning the Spring Trial Stakes — Bars and 
Stars Beats Good Horses. 



Louisville, Ky., June 12. — With the ladies pres- 
ent as guests of the Douglas Park management, 
an immense crowd was on hand for the closing of 
the spring racing season in this city. Ideal 
weather prevailed and the track was in excellent 
condition. The wagering was of large volume, but 
the public met with reverses, due to the frequent 
defeat of favorites. 

John W. Schorr’s unbeaten Harry Kelly placed 
another stake triumph to his credit when he won 
the Spring Trial Stakes, worth $3,380 net to the 
winner, over Green Jones, with High Gear third 
and Berlin fourth. Buford was the only other 
starter. Harry Kelly was an overwhelming fav- 
orite, but he gave his supporters considerable con- 
cern while at tlie barrier, because of liis 'fractious 
post acting. When the start was effected it found 
him well prepared and he was at once rushed into 
the lead and kept there, while under restraint, for 
the first three-eighths. But the resolute fashion 
in which Green Jones challenged, forced jockey 
Guy Garner to call on him strongly in the stretch 
and he succeeded in drawing away again to win by 
a decisive margin. Green Jones showed a fine per- 
formance and was tlie best of the others. After 
being far back to the stretch, High Gear came 
with a rush Into third place. Berlin and Buford 
were prominent early contenders, but both tired 
badly in the final quarter. 

Today’s sport was wholesome and interesting, 
many of the contests being close from the rise of 
the barrier. The success of Bars and Stars in the 
three-quarters handicap was a surprise and costly 
to the public, who gave Bringhurst and Waterblos- 
som the most consideration. The latter was a dist- 
ant trailer all the way, while Bringhurst managed 
to land in second place. 

Tlie opening dash brought with it a run-up when 
Uncle Hart scored easily. He was entered for $400 
and H. Fink bid him to $705, at which he was 
bought in. Another run-up came in the third race, 
won h.v Skiles Knob after a thrilling drive with 
Port Light and entered to be sold for $1,000. He 
was advanced to $1,505 and bought in. 

P. M. Civill’s English -bred I’erugino caused an 
upset when he beat Brookfield in the second race. 

John W. Scliorr yesterday declared his willingness 
to dispose of Harry Kelly, Ed . Crump and Dick 
Williams, his present racing stars for $40,000. He 
has had many offers for Harry Kelly, but he values 
him at a price above tlie offers received. 

Sidney A. Smith, editor of the American edition 
of the Mexican Herald; Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, 
her sister and her brother, Keene Daingerfield, 
were in attendance today, principally to note Hurry 
Kelly’s performance in the Spring Trial Stakes. 
Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield is manager of the 
Wickliffe Stud, owned by Price McKinney, where 
Ultimns, the sire of Harry Kelly, is doing stud 
service. 

Eugene Elrod was forced to absent himself from 
his duties today on account of illness. 

Secretary J. B. Campbell of the Fort Erie track 
was in receipt of advices today that numerous re- 
cently built stables were completed and ready for 
the reception of horses. 

The advance guard of owners, trainers, jockeys 
and turf followers who contemplate engaging in the 
Latonia racing, loft by special train tonight. Other 
special trains will follow tomorrow. 

Today’s visitors included former Senator Johnson 
N. Camden, chairman of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. It was Mr. Camden’s first visit this 
year to any of the Kentucky tracks. 

Following Billy Joe’s defeat in tlie third race 
he was claimed for $1,475 by Kay Spence. 

Most of the directors of the Kentucky Thorough- 
bred Horse Association returned to Lexington to- 
night. A. B. Hancock came on from New York to 
attend tlie meeting of the directors and stated that 
New York racing conditions were flourishing. He 
was immensely pleased with the successful sale he 
recently conducted in the metropolis.

“We assure you that from now on your interests 
will be protected. We are. at present, unable to 
give details. We want to thank your for the sup- 
IHirt you have given us and will count on you in 
the future.

The meeting was then adjourned and with It was 
closed an incident that bade fair to threaten the 
welfare of Kentucky racing. Beyond the above an- 
nounced public statement, none of tlie directors had 
anything to say for publication, there being a 
general air of reticence as to what had been agreed 
on in the controversy. Preceding the open air meet- 
ing, the Kentucky Thoroughbred Horse Association 
directors met at one of the leading hotels and the 
resultant action was agreed upon. 

General manager Haclimeister would not commit 
himself beyond saying: “I am glad that the con- 

troversy was satisfactorily adjusted and I will now 
bend my best efforts towards making the Latonia 
meeting a high-class one in every respect.”

SECRETARY PEARCE DEFENDS HIS ACTIONS. 



Louisville. Ky.. June 12. — When asked on Sunday 
to state his views in regard to the course of the 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Horse Association in tak- 
ing action hostile to him, racing secretary Walter 
11. Pearce said: 

“Although Manager John Hachnieister of Douglas 
Park has ls“en requested to ask me for my resigna- 
tion as racing secretary for Douglas Park anil 
Latonia, I have as yet to receive any official notice 
that my resignation was desired by the directors of 
the Breeders’ Protective Association. No specific 
charges have been registered against me and I have 
been denied the op]M>rtuuity of ascertaining the 
reason why my removal is desired. 

“In my official capacity of racing secretary I 
have at all times endeavored, to tile best of my 
ability, to protect the public and the interests by 
which I am employed. In doing this I have made 
bitter enemies of certain horsemen. If protect- 
ing the public and the best interest of racing 
causes personal enmity, then I welcome the enemies 
I have made. 

“The office of racing secretary has at all times 
been conducted openly and in a proper and effi- 
cient manner by myself, and the siwcinl committee 
apiiointed by the Breeders’ Protective Association 
will find me more than willing to answer any 
charges that they may make in writing, regarding 
the conduct of my office. 

“It is rather unfair, however, that these gentle- 
men who desire to purify the turf, should make a 
demand for my immediate removal without stating 
their objections. A communication containing 
names of some seventy -seven horsemen lias ap- 
peared in the public prints stating that my resigna- 
tion was desired. 

"Some of those whose names are on the list are 
not even racing horses witli us, while others have 
stated that they have not the least objection to 
my remaining in my present position. Other turf- 
men have informed me that they have been 
threatened with trouble in the event that they 
failed to join certain turfmen in their effort to re- I 
move me from office. 

“If charges in writing are made against me and 
sustained by any fair-minded hotly, I am not the 
proper person to hold the important position of rac- 
ing secretary, but when the true facts become 
known I feel sure tlipt my action in calling off the 
‘Derby Consolation’ race and other events and the 
refusal to allow certain horsemen to take any ad- 
vantages in my office will be approved. 

"Without desiring to enter into a lengthy dis- 
cussion of the affair. 1 feel that I can state with- 
out fear of contradiction that personal animosity 
of certain horsemen will be found the only basis 
for the complaint registered.” 



ATTRACTIONS OF RENO RACING. 



Reno, Nev., June 12. — The blood horse will be 
crowned king in Nevada on July 1, when the sum- 
mer meeting of the Reno Fair and Racing Associa- 
tion will be inaugurated for a period of nineteen 
racMg days. Officials of the association have as- 
wunKces from horsemen in many parts of the coun- 
try that they will ship here for the melding, which 
premises to be the banner event in Nevada turfdom. 

President J. B. Duncan and general manager 
Jacob Sclias have rets- 1 veil numerous requests for 
stable room for some of the better class of thor- 



oughbreds now racing on the tracks of Kentucky, 
Canada, Arizona and Tijuana, Mexico. 

Six or more races will be run daily, with purses 
of $300 each, excepting the stake races, wbicb 
total $9,500. Of these the Nevada Derby, to be run 
Saturday. July 15, is the banner race, the value to 
be $2,500. The Business Men’s Handicap, scheduled 
for the closing day. Saturday. July 22, is next in 
prominence with a guarantee of $2,000 awaiting the 
winners. The Opening Handicap of $1,000. the Inde- 
pendence Handicap of $1,000. the Golden Stakes of 
$1,000. the Juvenile Stokes of $1,000. as well as the 
Overland Handicap and the Riverside Handicap of 
$500 each, constitute the other features of the meet- 
ing. 

Arrangements to accommodate the large crowd of 
followers of the squirt in Nevada and adjoining 
states are daily lieing made by officials of the as- 
sociation. Alterations on the buildings of the plant 
are under way, with others contemplated. 

The pari-mutuel system of betting will prevail, 
tlie officials feeling certain that the public approves 
of this style of betting. Arrangements have been 
made to put on twelve machines for the accommoda- 
tion of the public.

J. W. Schorr’s crack two-yeur-ohl, Harry Kelly, 
figured in a sensational work-out over the Douglas 
Park track a day or two ago in preparation for 
his engagement in the Spring Trial Stakes. The 
work was an eighth in 11%, a quarter in 22; three- 
eighths in 34% and a half mile in 48%, accom- 
plished over a muddy track. 

The Trinidad Breeders’ Stakes, at three-quarters, 
was won on May 25 by Rosey. oh. f, 3, by Fronte- 
nac— Rosefinch, by a length. W. E. Nunn, by Hnm- 
mon — Jane Grey, was second, and Mnllet, 3, by 
Hurst Park — Prophetess, was third. All the above 
horses were bred in Kentucky and sold to British 
West Indies parties last year. 

John E. Madden has sold to Louis Martine a 
yearliug colt by Plaudit — Ivabel for $2,000. Ivabel, 
the dam of this yearling, is a daughter of Ogden 
and Ivory Bells, by Himyar out of the good race 
mare, Ida Pickwick, by Mr. Pickwick. Ivory 
Bells is the tlain of Old Rosebud, Mars Cassidy. 
James llutler’N good two-year-old Ivory Black and 
others. 

The decision of the Jockey Club to abandon the 
flat racing meeting at Windsor, England, in-cause 
of tin- death of I-iord Kitchener, caused two im- 
portant handicaps to be canceled. These were the 
June Three- Yenr-Olil Handicap of $2,500 and the 
Anzar Handicap of $2,500. These two races may 
Is* decided at the next Windsor meeting on July 
28 and 29. 

Celandria paid rather dearly for her victory in the 
Ladies’ Handicap Friday. She was kicked on the 
stifle while at the post, and as if this were not 
enough, was badly cut on the coronet. Some horse 
shod with hud heel-culks stepped on her foot, cut- 
ting it badly Just above the upper rim of her hoof. 
Jumes McLaughlin, her trainer, recalls that she was 
injured in the same way last August at Saratoga. 
In that case blood poisoning followed the injury, and 
she was out of training for some weeks in conse- 
quence. 

At Belmont Park, a day or two ago. James 
McLaughlin recalled the fact that the first flat race 
lie ever rode was in 1877, when he won a stake at 
Jerome Park on Lady Salvers, a bay filly by Long- 
fellow — Geneuru. by Lexington. It was a stake for 
three-year-old fillies, and at first he was under the 
impression that it was the Ludies’ Stakes, but it 
turns out that Idalia was the winner of that time- 
honored race in 1877, and she was ridden by Itarbee. 
James McLaughlin won the Ladies’ with Miss 
WiKxlford in 1883, with Miss Palmer in 1885, with 
Bundahi in 1886 and with Bella B. in 1888.
